Per an agreement with the Kansas Department of 
Transportation (KDOT), the City is responsible for 24 percent of the cost 
with KDOT paying for 76 percent of the costs.   

Per KDOT request an additional 60 linear feet (LF) of concrete encasement 
was added at a rate of $254 per LF.   This additional cost of $15,240.00 will 
be paid reimbursed completely by KDOT.   

Change Order Number 1 was approved by me to extend the number of 
days due to the weather conditions this year.  No additional changes in the 
contract price were due to that change order. 

Budget Impact:  There will be no additional cost to the City due to 100 
reimbursement by KDOT.

Objective:  The Kansas Department of Health and Environment 

(KDHE) is requesting permission to collect Groundwater Samples 

on City Right-of-Way.   

 

Explanation of Issue:  In November of 2015 KDHE reported they 

were working on a project to discover the source of the volatile 

organic compound tetrachloroethylene (PCE) in groundwater near 

the intersection of Grant and Franklin.  The City Commission 

approved their request to gain access to the City’s road right-

of-ways to collect groundwater samples.   

 

The assessment program is assessing contamination attributed to 

the former USDA grain storage bins at 201 and 203 Grant Avenue.  

Attached is a map of the area where gathered samples in 2015.    

They include Grant Street east of Washington, the former 

railroad area south of Grant Street, the alley east of 

Washington between 15
th
 and Home Streets, 17

th
 Street east of 

Washington, and 15
th
 Street east of Washington.   

 

In August KDHE again requested access to City road right-of-ways 

to collect groundwater samples.   The original site last year 

was looking at the former USDA grain bins and they were looking 

for the grain fumigants carbon tetrachloride and chloroform.  

However, they also found tetrachloroethylene (PCE) in the 

groundwater. 

 

They are now requesting permission to access City Right-of-Way. 

Last week Nicholas Schneider of KDHE wrote:   
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I’m writing to give you an update on our groundwater sampling and ask for more 
access.  I’ve attached a figure (Figure 4- PCE Map) which shows approximately what 
we’re dealing with.  The plume extents are a bit stylized and there is some guesswork 
since we don’t have enough data to really paint an exact picture.  The areas in orange 
contain PCE above the drinking water standard (EPA’s Maximum Contaminant Level) 
and the yellow area has PCE below the MCL.  We believe we have identified a couple 
of sources from that first round of sampling but we know there are more.  For that 
reason, we need to go back out and collect additional groundwater samples.  I’ve 
attached a map (PA Sampling Plan Figure 3) which shows our intended groundwater 
sampling locations for the next sampling event (orange dots).    
 

Budget Impact: There is no cost to the City. 

 

Staff Recommendation:  I recommend approval so the contamination 

can be identified and ultimately remediated.

Budget Impact: Adequate Funding for the increases was included 

in the 2017 Budget.   

 

Staff Recommendation:  This is totally a decision of the City 

Commission. There is a very wide variance of compensation for 

City Governing Body members across the State.  The amounts being 

proposed are in line with other cities of all sizes but as

  SECTION 1:  Section 105.410 “Compensation Paid” of the Code of Ordinances of the 

City of Junction City, Kansas is hereby amended to read as follows: 

SECTION 105.410: - COMPENSATION PAID 

The City Commission is authorized and directed to fix as hereafter provided the salaries and 

compensation of the several officers and employees of the City. All such officers and 

employees shall be entitled to compensation in accordance with the budget for such purposes, 

the same to be allocated as a charge against the several funds appropriated for the payment of 

the services rendered. Provided, that each Commissioner shall receive the monthly sum of five 

hundred dollars ($500.00), and the elected Mayor an additional monthly sum of one hundred 

dollars ($100.00), the same to be payable as determined by the Treasurer of the City of 

Junction City. The increases in compensation provided for by this Section shall be payable 

only if a Commissioner attends at least eighty-five per cent (85%) of scheduled Commission 

meetings and is an attending member of any other board or commission to which the 

commissioner is appointed by the Mayor. 

  

 SECTION 2.  All ordinances and parts thereof that are inconsistent with any provision of 

this Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

 

  SECTION 3.  This Ordinance shall be effective upon publication as required by law.

Objective:  To request permission to prepay 3 years of the annual maintenance costs for the 
Unitrends backup device. 

Explanation of Issue:  There is currently a special offer from Unitrends that allows for a free 
device upgrade with the payment of three years of annual maintenance. The city would pay 
for three years of maintenance with Unitrends, and receive a new 926S Unitrends backup 
device at no additional cost. The new 926S device has more storage than our current unit 
and will operate faster as well. This will reduce the time necessary to complete backups of 
our systems.  

This option is only available until 31 December 2016. The cost of a new 926S unit with 3 year 
support would be $71,391.00. 

Our current Unitrends RC833 device was purchased in December 2013 at a cost of 
$28,141.00. At the time of purchase, we prepaid three years of maintenance at a cost of 
$27,410.00. To renew the maintenance on our current device, the cost will be $13,973.70 for 
2017 and each additional year after that. 

The Information Technology Department is requesting permission to proceed with the 
payment of three years of maintenance on the Unitrends device at a cost of $ 31,131.89 to 
be eligible to receive the device upgrade at no cost. 

Budget Impact:  Only a portion of this maintenance was included as part of in the 2016 
Information Technology Department Budget and which was previously approved by the City 
Commission during the budgeting process. However, the Department still has additional 
funding remaining in its budget to proceed with this purchase without exceeding its current 
budget.

Objective:  Consider options regarding fencing which the Kansas 
Department of Transportation (KDOT) erected as part of the Highway US-
77 project.   

Explanation of Issue:    On Monday, November 21, 2016, I was contacted 
by John Seitz of the Junction City Area Chamber of Commerce Military 
Affairs Council (MAC) about a barbed wire fence that was to be erected on 
KDOT right-way-way adjacent to the Veteran’s Administration (VA) Clinic 
that is constructed to the west of Highway US-77.  I contacted the Area 
Engineer and he told me that he would stop the construction of the fence to 
the south of the clinic for at least now.  I later discovered they had already 
puts posts in the ground to the south and in other locations along US-77 
and during the last two weeks more barbed wire fencing has been erected.  

I then made the argument that barbed wire in this application is not allowed 
in the City.  KDOT felt that they do not have to abide by that and said City 
staff (former Municipal Services Director) a few years ago had not raised 
any objections during plan review.   

This morning we met with KDOT staff.  They are using barbed wire due to 
cost and would like to at leave what is now in place and complete what is 
being done now.   There is other fencing to be done as the project is 
completed.   

I feel we would at leastneed to modify our codes or make some sort of an 
exception.  I personally think that at least some of the barbed wire near 
buildings needs to be replaced by either a cable or a chain link fence.  They 
argue that the fencing is needed to define the Highway right-of-way.  There 
was a discussion of the greater speeds that may be allowed on US-77, but 
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we reminded them that two traffic lights have been added plus the diverging 
diamond that will slow traffic.   

We want to discuss this with the City Commission and City Attorney and 
staff to decide how we wish to proceed.    

Budget Impact:  Not applicable 

Staff Recommendation:  My personal view is that City code does not 
allow barbed wire in the City limits.  KDOT will argue there was some older 
barbed wire in these areas but that was still back when the area was used 
as a pasture. I also feel that code needs to be changed to allow such an 
exception.

In order to establish the salaries for 
fiscal year 2017, the Appendix A pertaining to wages has been agreed upon by all 
parties involved as of June 7, 2016.  The salary will increase 1% for each year of 
the contract.  There will also be a step increase for each bargaining member on the 
first day of the next pay period after their anniversary date.  EMS wages will 
increase 4% in 2017 and 1% in 2018 and 2019.  From there on negotiations 
became more difficult.  With the process of hiring a new Fire Chief in the process it 
was agreed by Captain Jackson of the local #3309 and myself to move forward 
with the salary portion of the agreement and to discuss the remaining parts of the 
contract when Fire Chief Johnson was able to provide input as well as direction for 
the benefit of the Union and the Fire Department.  Our goal is to have the 
negotiations of the remainder of the contract completed by no later than April 1, 
2017.   

Budget Impact:  The salary figures were included in the 2017 budget that 
was approved in August of 2016.

City, Kansas, for property at 621 and 625 West 6
th
 Street. 

 

 

This is the request of Kaw Valley Engineering, agent, on behalf of Peerless Tyre Company and Alan 

Bontrager, owners, for the platting of the Peerless Tire Addition to Junction City, Kansas. 

 

This platting involves creating two lots on the south side of 6
th
 Street.  This property has never been 

platted.  There are other lots in this portion of the City that are in the same situation.  Attempts have been made 

to get this area platted all at one time, especially since the lack of platting has resulted in no “legal” alley 

existing in the unplatted portion of this block. 

 

As some background, staff has determined this area was annexed into the City of Junction City in 1916.  

Under the laws in effect at that time, it was required to “map” the area being annexed, so the City Engineer 

prepared a “plat of survey” for this area showing the ownership of the various “tracts” to be annexed.  This 

became part of the annexation which ultimately was recorded with the Register of Deeds.  The land involved has 

apparently been considered to be “platted” ever since; however, the properties are not “legally platted as a 

subdivision”. 

 

The 1916 annexation included the block to the north and two other blocks to the west.  Most of those 

areas were subsequently platted, but this area was not.  Subsequent to the 1916 annexation, right-of-way for 

Clay Street between 6
th
 Street and 5

th
 Street was acquired and the Street was built, sometime in the 20’s.  

However, no effort has ever been made to establish the alley, even though the City did obtain a 10-foot 

easement for the sanitary sewer line in 1953 within the area used as the “alley”. 

 

Attempts have been made to have the City cover the costs to plat this area and obtain the alley, as well 

as additional right-of-way along 6
th
 Street and 5

th
 Street; however management has not approved that 

expenditure.  Hence, the landowners were advised they needed to plat themselves.  This is the first presentation 

of a plat from landowners in this area. 

 

The plat review meeting was held on November 3, 2016, representatives from the City, Westar and Kaw 

Valley Engineering discussed the background and actual conditions in this area.  All wished there was a 

commitment to “fix” this entire area; however no one was prepared to provide the funds to do so. 

 

The only comment noted was to designate the dedication of the “half” alley to also be for utility 

purposes. 

 

Staff Recommendation:  
 

Staff recommends the request of Kaw Valley Engineering, agent, on behalf of Peerless Tyre Company 

and Alan Bontrager, owners, for the platting of the Peerless Tire Addition to Junction City, Kansas, be approved

Commission of Junction City for final approval and acceptance, subject to the final plat reflecting any changes 

needed for the alley as stated above.

1. CALL TO ORDER & ROLL CALL 

 
Chair Gustafson called the meeting to order at 7:00 p.m. and declared a quorum present 
with the exception of Commisioner Watson, who had given notice of intended absence; 
and Commissioner Underhill. 
 

2. APPROVAL OF MINUTES – Consideration of the October 13, 2016, minutes. 
 
 Commissioner Mortensen moved to approve the minutes as written.  Commissioner 

Edmiston seconded the motion and it carried unanimously. 
 
2. OLD BUSINESS ~ None 
   
3. NEW BUSINESS 
 
 Item No. 1 – Case No. VC-11-01-16 - Public Hearing to consider a Vacation of a 

road right-of-way. 
 
 Chair Gustafson opened the public hearing, announced the case and called for the staff 

report. 
 
 Mr. Yearout stated this is the application of James Nagel and the other landowners 

adjacent, requesting the vacation of the platted street (Eastgate Drive) in the Rockwood 
Subdivision Unit 1 and the Rockwood East Unit No. 1, Geary County, Kansas. 

 
 Mr. Yearout stated the right-of-way for this road was included on both plats which were 

filed in July of 1972 (Rockwood); and July of 1994 (Rockwood East) was intended to 
connect Old Milford Road and McGeorge road; however, this road did not get 
constructed at that time. 

 
 Mr. Yearout stated this case was initiated when Mr. Nagel approached staff about 

constructing an accessory building in the platted right-of-way for the proposed Eastgate 
Drive.  Staff explained a building permit could not be issued because Mr. Nagel did not 
own the platted right-of-way; however, the property owners did have the legal right to 
petition to vacate the platted right-of-way.  Staff provided the documentation and 
explained the procedure for vacating street right-of-way and Mr. Nagel carried the 
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petition for vacation to the three other property owners involved, who also petitioned for 
the vacation. 

 
 Mr. Yearout reiterated the “finding” concerning any vacation request, which is outlined in 

the staff report.  Mr. Yearout also stated this matter was discussed on November 3rd as a 
part of a “plat review” meeting.  Dennis Cox, Geary County Public Works Director, was 
also present.   Mr. Yearout stated there are no utilities within the right-of-way according 
to the utility companies present at the meeting.  As such, there are no specific “utility” 
conflicts at this time.   

  
 Mr. Yearout reviewed an aerial of the overall area and explained different possible 

development locations, optional roadways, and the preliminary plans from KDOT for 
future reconstruction of the intersection of K-57 and US-77 call for the rerouting of US 77 
onto Mockingbird Road in the County Meadows development, then north to K57 with the 
intersection of Eagle Ridge Road.  When that occurs, all the adjacent properties 
undeveloped, principally owned by Mr. Bontrager and Mr. Smith, will be prime for 
development.   

 
Mr. Yearout explained no one can predict how this area will eventually develop; 
however, if this right-of-way is vacated and it was determined the future development 
would be best designed utilizing a public road at this location, the only recourse would 
be to purchase the required right-of-way.  As such, it is staff‟s belief this is a reasonable 
basis for finding public harm in the vacation and to recommend denial of the petition to 
vacate the right-of-way to the Board of County Commissioners. 

 
 A brief discussion ensued between Commissioners and staff on all the issues outlined in 

the discussion, especially on having these roads constructed at the time of platting.  Mr. 
Yearout stated he did not know why this road was never constructed, but that is not 
necessarily the issue. 

 
 There being no further questions of staff or discussion, Chair Gustafson opened the 

hearing for public comment. 
 
 Thaddeus Menold, 7518 McGeorge, stated this area was overgrown with weeds and 

trashy when they moved to their home.  He and his family cleaned up the area, put in 
sod, and have been maintaining the area ever since.  Menold indicated the neighbor‟s 
water meter is on their property and it would have to be torn up if the road is put in.  He 
stated there really is no cul-de-sac at the end of McGeorge Road as there should be, 
and the mail boxes sometimes get knocked down.  Mr. Menold stated he did not believe 
a road could not be constructed because of EPA dictates concerning the drainage on 
Mr. Bontrager‟s property.  Mr. Menold was unsure of all the particulars, just remembered 
he was told something about an EPA issue.  Mr. Menold asked the Commission to 
recommend in favor of the requested vacation so the four property owners who are 
maintaining this land area can own that land. 

 
 James Nagel, 7503 Old Milford Road Milford Road, stated his family have owned their 

property since 2000.  Old Milford Road is a heavily used road.  He did not believe it 
would ever be necessary to put a road at this location.  He believed, when looking at all 
the area, it was not that big a deal to drive another thirty seconds south on McGeorge to 
Meadowvale Road, rather than put in another public street next to him.  Mr. Nagel stated 
they have hauled off a lot of debris from this area and have mowed this property for the 
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past 10-15 years even though they do not “own” it because they want the area to look 
nice.  The County is responsible for maintaining this area; however, they have not done 
so.  Like Mr. Yearout stated, we are here today because a building permit could not be 
issued for the proposed location of a storage shed.  Mr. Nagel urged the Commissioners 
to recommend in favor the requested vacation.   

 
 In response to a question from Chair Gustafson, Mr. Nagel stated the proposed shed will 

be for storage of personal items. 
 
 Sarah Nagel, 7503 Old Milford Road, stated they have lived there for 16 years and 

have picked up a lot of trash along Old Milford Road over the years.  She stated she did 
not understand why any potential development could not come off of US-77.  Mrs. Nagel 
stated this is a quiet neighborhood and cannot see the need for a road at this location 
when there is a crossover road just down the block.  Mrs. Nagel reiterated that they were 
told there was to be a cul-de-sac at the end, but that never materialized.  Mrs. Nagel 
asked the Commission to recommend in favor of the vacation. 

 
 Bryan Bennett, 7515 Old Milford Road, stated he was born and raised here and has 

watched how Alan Bontrager has developed.  Mr. Bennett talked about different 
development in the area and how he believes the property still owned by Mr. Bontrager 
is a „pie in the sky‟ waiting to be developed and feels it will not happen.  He suggested 
there should be a time limit on development of the area and put this piece of property 
back on the tax rolls.  Mr. Bennett reiterated that the four neighbors have maintained this 
right-of-way all these years and the “proposed” Eastgate Drive is not going to be any 
benefit to the development of Mr. Bontrager‟s property.  Mr. Bennett asked the 
Commission to recommend the right-of-way be vacated. 

 
 There being no further appearances, Chair Gustafson closed the public hearing. 
 
 Chair Gustafson asked if the area were vacated, would the property owners have to 

purchase the ground from the County.  Mr. Yearout explained, if vacated, the property is 
divided equally among the bordering property owners and there is no cost, other than 
recording of the vacation order, to the property owners.   

 
 Mrs. Nagel spoke up and said „they‟ (all four property owners) are willing to purchase the 

property.  Mr. Yearout explained that is not how a vacation works.  The original property 
owner dedicated the right-of-way; therefore, if ever vacated and based on state law, the 
vacated land is redistributed to the adjacent properties. 

 
 Discussion continued between the Commissioners and staff centered on the fact these 

two subdivision were filed in 1972 and 1994 and the County never required this road to 
be built.    Some commissioners expressed concerns with the inability of these four 
property owners to fully utilize the land they are maintaining and that there was some 
lack of belief further development would ever occur in this area. 

 
 There being no further comments, Chair Gustafson called for a motion. 
 
 Commissioner Carlyon moved that Case No. VC-11-01-16, the request for vacation of 

the platted street right-of-way for Eastgate Drive in the Rockwood Subdivision Unit No. 1 
and the Rockwood East Unit No. 1 be recommended for approval by the Board of 
County Commissioner of Geary County, Kansas, based on the finding the public will 
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suffer loss or inconvenience by such vacation, for the reasons stated in the Staff Report, 
and as heard at this public hearing.  Commissioner Edmiston seconded the motion and it 
carried by the following vote:  Ayes – Gustafson, Carlyon, Dibben, Edmiston; Nay – 
Mortensen.  

 
 Item No. 2 – Case No. VC-11-02-16 - Public Hearing to consider a Vacation of a 

street right-of-way. 
  

Chair Gustafson opened the public hearing, announced the case and called for the staff 
report. 
 
Mr. Yearout stated this is the application of Jon Preekett and the other four landowners 
adjacent, requesting the vacation of a portion of the street right-of-way for 14th Street 
located in the 800 and 900 blocks of West 14th Street, Junction City, Geary County, 
Kansas. 
 
Mr. Yearout stated Mr. Preekett applied for a permit to place a fence at the end of his 
sidewalk; which he believed was his property.  In actuality, his property line apparently is 
slightly in front of the porch of his home and the new walk to the mailbox is fully in the 
street right-of-way.  Staff explained, the only way to obtain this land is to petition to 
vacate the right-of-way.  Just as for the last case, Mr. Preekett, along with the bordering 
property owners, submitted this application.   
 
Mr. Yearout reviewed the past history of the creation of 14th Street as set out in the Staff 
Report, which involved various plats and other changes to the alignment to 14th Street in 
this area. 
  
Mr. Yearout stated this case was also discussed on November 3rd with representatives 
from the City and utility companies.  The City, Westar and Kansas Gas all have utilities 
within the right-of-way proposed to be vacated.  Mr. Yearout stated maps showing the 
location of all the utilities (electric, gas, water and sewer) are attached to the staff report. 
The maps indicate the „lines‟ are basically located in front of the „sidewalk‟ area from the 
applicant‟s home; however, exact survey measurements are not available.  
 
Mr. Yearout concluded by stating, as fully outlined in the staff report, staff and all utility 
providers are recommending the MPC submit a recommendation of denial to the City 
Commissioners due to the fact the public will suffer and be inconvenienced by such 
vacation, specifically due to existing public utility lines. 
 
There being no questions of staff, Chair Gustafson opened the hearing for public 
comment. 
 
Jon Preekett, 902 West 14th, stated he had the utility companies come out and mark 
their respective lines in front of his property.  Mr. Preekett stated he would like to install a 
decorative fence out of hedge posts.  Mr. Preekett stated they keep the grass cut and 
put the rocks back (Mr. Preekett showed some photos to the Commissioners).  Mr. 
Preekett stated there are potholes 6 inches or more in depth in the portion of 14th Street 
in front of his home, there are overgrown areas in the street, and that he didn‟t believe it 
was right that he didn‟t have the right to rip it out and make it look good.  Mr. Preekett 
stated he actually only really wanted the area from the front of the house to the end of 
the walk. 
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In response to questions, Mr. Preekett stated the proposed fence would not go over any 
utility lines and would be about waist high.  Mr. Preekett stated the map he provided 
from the GIS department, for information only, shows the current dedicated right-of-way 
cross-hatched.  The aerial showed his walk which would be maybe 20 feet into the right-
of-way. 
 
Discussion between Commissioners and Mr. Preekett touched on other fences in the 
area and how the neighbor‟s houses are built slightly back further. 
 
Steve Fuelbeth, 830 West 14th, stated he just recently bought this property from Roy 
Fausnett.  He indicated his property would benefit the most by this vacation because 
approximately the west 23 feet of the original platted lot in Cuddy‟s Addition is shown to 
be in the expanded right-of-way.  Mr. Fuelbeth stated he would like to see the „circular‟ 
drive fixed but doubts if the City would be willing to spend the necessary money.  Mr. 
Fuelbeth stated he had no objection to the proposal by Mr. Preekett.  If this area is 
vacated, would have to make sure the current drive did not get shut off.   
 
Stephanie Preekett, 902 West 14th, stated their property line looks like it goes across 
their front porch steps.  She reiterated they only want to have a front yard with a nice 
fence.    

 
There being no further discussion, questions or appearances, Chair Gustafson closed 
the public hearing. 
 
Discussion ensued on the possibility of only vacating a portion of the right-of-way and 
what would be required.  Mr. Yearout stated the property owner would need to have a 
survey done to show his property lines, location of the house, walk, and distance from 
property line into the right-of-way needed; and verification no utility lines are in the area 
to be vacated.  If any of the right-of-way is vacated, it reverts back to the adjoining 
property owner. 
 
Commissioner Mortensen moved that Case No. VC-11-02-16, the request for vacation of 
a portion of the platted street right-of-way for 14th Street in the Miller‟s Addition and 
Rather Addition be continued to the regular December, 2016, meeting to provide the 
applicant additional time to identify the exact right-of-way footage desired in front of his 
house and acquire survey accurate measurements of his property and the additional 
front yard desired.  Commissioner Dibben seconded the motion and it carried 
unanimously. 
 
Item No. 3 – Case No. FP-11-01-16 – Consideration of Final Plat, Peerless Tire 
Addition. 
 
Chair Gustafson announced the case and called for the staff report. 
 
Mr. Yearout stated this is the application of Kaw Valley Engineering, agent, on behalf of 
Peerless Tyre Company and Alan Bontrager, owners, seeking approval of the proposed 
Final Plat for Peerless Tire Addition, being an unplatted portion of Tract No. 11, 
McKinley Addition; located at 621 West 6th Street, Junction City, Kansas.  
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Mr. Yearout stated Peerless Tire, located at 623 West 6th Street, was cited with a blight 
notice because of outside storage of old tires.  The owner applied for a fence permit 
which was denied because this property had never been platted. 
 
Mr. Yearout stated the staff report outlines all the efforts and difficulties encountered to 
getting this area platted.  Basically, there are eight properties west of Clay Street, 
between 5th and 6th Street, which have never been platted.  After numerous 
conversations with the utility companies and the City on a proposal to do a combined 
plat, with the cost being shared between the utility companies and the City, that effort did 
not come to fruition.  This put the platting requirement back on the landowners.  In order 
to obtain a building permit for an enclosed area for their tires and avoid blight penalties, 
Peerless Tire contracted with Kaw Valley to plat their property.  Mr. Bontrager, who owns 
the property to the west of Peerless Tire, joined in the platting process.   
 
Commissioners asked and commented, it would have made sense to plat all the 
properties at one time.  Mr. Yearout stated, after the utility companies refused to 
participate, the City Manager also pulled any city support in getting the area platted.  
Thereby, leaving the remaining six properties to face the need to plat if anyone ever 
applies for some type of city permit. 
 
There being on further comments, Chair Gustafson asked if there was anyone in the 
audience wishing to speak on this matter. 
 
Alan Zumbrunn, 2319 North Jackson, stated Mr. Yearout had thoroughly reviewed the 
proposed plat and was present to answer any questions the Commission may have. 
 
There being no questions, comments or discussion, Chair Gustafson called for a motion. 
 
Commissioner Carlyon moved that Case No. FP-11-01-16, the application of Kaw Valley 
Engineering, agent, on behalf of Peerless Tyre Company and Alan Bontrager, owners, 
for the platting of the Peerless Tire Addition to Junction City, Kansas, be approved and 
the Chairman and Secretary be authorized to sign the plat; and the plat be forwarded to 
the City Commission of Junction City for final approval and acceptance, subject to the 
final plat reflecting any necessary changes to the alley as stated in the staff report, 
based on the findings outlined in the staff report and as heard at this meeting.  
Commissioner Mortensen seconded the motion and it carried unanimously.

5. GENERAL DISCUSSION 
 

Item No. 1 – Request of Junction City City Commission to review setback 
requirements in Junction City Zoning Regulations. 

 
 Chair Gustafson asked for the staff report. 
 

Mr. Yearout stated, at the request of the City Manager, the Junction City City 
Commission requested the Metropolitan Planning Commission review the setback 
requirements in the Zoning Regulations. 
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The Commissioners and staff discussed the issues outlined in the staff report.  
Commissioners felt there was a need for additional information prior to determining 
whether or not the City‟s regulations need amending.  The consensus was to table this 
issue to the next meeting. 
 
Commissioner Mortensen moved to continue discussion on this matter to the regular 
December, 2016, meeting.  Commissioner Dibben seconded the motion and it carried 
unanimously. 
 

6. ADJOURNMENT 
 
 Commissioner Mortensen moved to adjourn.  Commissioner Edmiston seconded the 

motion and it carried unanimously.  Chair Gustafson declared the meeting adjourned at

Objective:  Discuss the proposed demolition of the Highway K-18 Bridge over Highway US-77. 

Explanation of Issue:   This morning I received the e-mail below from Ryan Blosser of Hamm, Inc.    
 
Allen-Hamm is proposing to KDOT, a 12 hour closure of US 77, to blast the K18 bridge down for removal.  
The issue we are facing is that KDOT does not have an agreement with the City to Detour US 77 on to 
planned detours.  I am attaching the proposed plan detour that would be in effect for 12 hours from 7 p.m. 
to 7 a.m. on a Friday night in January.  The exact date has not been determined yet.  From what I have 
witnessed there will very little traffic that will detour onto the City streets, and with the cold temperatures it is 
very unlikely there would be any damage to the streets.  I believe that it is a very strong possibly that if you 
allow this detour, K18 could be open well before the Nov 2017 and the credit for that would be the City’s.   
 
I am attaching another plan sheet of the Pond, with the request to bury the bridge in a designated area that 
could use some improvement.  The area is a deep ravine that could stand to be filled up.  Lastly, I planned 
to build the road in the pond with Asphalt waste removed from the project.  This would allow for an all-
weather road into the area after the construction is complete. 
 
It is my understanding that the City Council meeting is Dec 20th, so I wanted to get this in front of you 
before then.  Please let me your thoughts and if you have any questions my number is below.
